London, july 22. 
Yefterday arriv’d from Flanders the Mail of 
Friday laft. 


Milan, July 11. 
¢ IS thought, that the Death of the 
Duke of Mantua without Iffue, 
will occafion new Troubles in Icaly. 
3 Imperial Regiments which were 
marching from that Dutchy to Pie- 
mont, are turn’d back thither agen, to fecure all the 
Places of Strength in that Country. They write from 
Turin, that the Army of the Duke of Savoy 
would move to begin the military Operations the 
16th Infant; and that’tis hop’d they will undertake 
fomeihing of Importance before the End of this 
Month. The bad Ways and -he numerous 
of the Queen of Spain, will retard her Arrival at 
Vaco'tili the 13:h Infant. Her Mejefty was enter- 
tain’d and complimensed in he Lumelline by the 
Maiquis of Gordena, in the Name of the Duke of 
Sivoy, az Queen of Spain. "Tis advis’d from Final, 
thar Admicsi Leake bad fufpended fcr fome Days 
the Imbarkaucn of the Troops; but that on the 
Arrival of rne Queen of Spain, they will immediate- 
ly go on Board. They alfo tell us, that a Squa- 
dron of 7 Men of War were about to be detach’d 
to Naples, to atrempt with the Troops drawn to- 
gether in Calabria to reduce the Ifland of Sicily 
to the Obedience of King Charles II. 
From the Antwerp Courant, &c. dated July 27. 
_ Pars, July 23. Tho’ Affairs in Spain go pretty 
well to the King’s Satisfaction, he is extremely per- 
plex'd abour the State of things in the Netherlands, 
Germany and Savoy ; and principally in the laft of 
thofe Countries ; where the Enemy’s Troops are fo 
numerous, that the Duke of Savoy feems to defign 
to pafsthe Mountains and enter Dauphine, while 
the Imperialifts make a ftrong Giverfion in Pro- 
vence. The Lofs our Army fuffer’d in the unfortu- 
nate Action near Audevarde, zmounts in kill’d, 
wounded, and Deferters, to above 13000 Men: 
The Regiment du Roy did not acquit themfelves 
Well, bur retir’d tou foon, and by fu doing gave the 
Enemy a» Oppertnniry ro peffefs themicives of a 
norton Wa,, and to cur off and rake Prifoners a 
gretr umber of cur Men. The Troops of King 
Philir thow’d cxtracrdinary Courage in the Fight, 
ard fuffr’d much. The Duke of derwick it to con- 
tinus his flying Camp between Doway and 
Life til! fazther Order. Duke of Burgundy 
contianes wirh the Army of the two Crowns bebind 
the Car2l of Braves, and has Orders to keep in 
that which End he isto firengthen his In- 
trenchments with Redoubts, Forts and Pailifadoes. 
Letters from Perpignan of the 13th Inftanr, tell 
usthe Enemy bad fent all their Gavalry from about 
Girone and Vich towards Terragona, to reinforce 
the Army under General Staremberg ; and that the 
Duke de Noailles was coming back with all his 
tcops to Bolo on the Tech: So that there is an 
End of the Campaign on that fide. Two Days 


ago arriv’d at Fontainebleau a Courier froin the 
Duke of Orleans, with Advice that the Gartifon of 
Tortofa, confifting of 3000 Men, among them 2 
very fine Englith Regiments, maich'd out a- the 
Breach the 15th, with 6 Cannon, 2 Mortars, their 
Baggage and all other Marks of Honour, to be con- 
ducted to Barcelona. By an Article of che Capitu- 
lation, the Governour of Yortofa oblig’d himfelf 
to caufe the Vaftle of Arnes on the River Algas 6 
Miles from Lortofa end the principal Retreat of the 
Miquelets, to be deliver'd up. Above 300 Houfes 
were deftroy’d in the Vown by our Bombs. The 
Duke of Orleans did not rejeét any of the Demands 
of the Garrifon of Tortola, becaufe he forefaw that 
his Troops would have fuffer’d very much by the 
Delay of a few Days; his Horfe efpecially begin- 
ning to wantForrage. His Royal tHighnefs having 
given all the neceffary Ocuers for repairing the 
Breaches and damag’d Fortifications, defign'd to 
march and joyn the Bodies commanded by M. d’E- 
ftain and Fontboifard and pur che Troops into Quer- 
ters of Refrefhment in the Pl:ins of Urgel and Vicq. 
Yefterday the King caus’'d Seem rob fung at 
Fontainebleaa for the tokicg of Yorzcfa, and 
Morrow the like wi be iv our Carhedral. 
From the Bru ffels Jule 27, 

Bruffeis, July 27. ibe heavy Arcilery from Sas 
van Ghent arriv’d the 25:h in the Evening in our 
Canal, confifting vi between 60 and 70 Carnon and 
20 Mortars, wih the Ammunivion and othe Ne- 
ceffaries, under a ftrong Guard lead by M. de Pafcal 
Lieutenant General asd Governour of this City. 
Befides this Artillery, 20 heavy Cannon are expected 
from Maeftricht. 

By Letrers from the Camp of the high Allies ar 
Werwick we have an Account, thar the Prince 
d’ Avergne was recurn’d thicher with a Detachment 
from an Incurfion into the Enemy’s Covntry: That 
another Detachment of 5 or 6000 Horfe was fent 
to extend Contributions far up into France: And that 
the Caftelianies of the Enemy’s Country had been or- 
der'd+to furnifh a fufficient nnmber of Horfes to 
draw the Artillery of the Allies. The Corn and 
Meal found in Comines and Warncion is remov’d 
to Menin, and Bread is made of it fur the Army of 
the Allies. The Enemy’s Armv continues encemp'd 
at Lovendegem, ard being much ftreigthen’d for 
Room, Forrage is become fcarce with them ; they 
alfo begin to be in want of Provifions.

Ghent, July 25. The French Army continues in 
their former Camp on the Canal of Bruges. The 
Intrenchments which the Duke of Burgundy caufes 
to be made, are of extraordinary ftrength.
